Would Bring New Teachers to Gee 


tysburg for School of Methods in 


August. Now Working on Idea to 


Advance Educational Standard. 


For the 
purpose 
of 
giving 
the 
teachers in Adams County a two days’ 
schooling in methods, shortly preced­ 
ing the opening of the next term on 
August 30, County 
Superintendent 
Roth is now endeavoring 
to 
secure 
suitable lecturers to conduct the work. 
Many of the teachers who will have 
charge of the schools during the next 
year are now- taking summer work at 
one or other of the 
normal 
schools, 
colleges or universities, and 
are 
re­ 
ceiving valuable training there. Prof. 
Roth believes, 
however, 
that 
while 
this is general in character it will 
be 
of benefit to give 
the 
teachers 
a 
course more specially suited to 
local 
needs and he is now 
trying 
to a r­ 
range this innovation. 
lie has had the plan under consid­ 
eration for 
several 
years. 
The 
in­ 
structors would he men 
ami 
women 
specially trained 
to 
give 
practical 
w-ork in the short time allotted, and, 
in addition, he will endeavor to 
have 
several of the experienced teachers of 
this county, men and women who have 
Iwen 
specially 
successful, 
bring 
a 
class or two here and conduct “school” 
l*efore the assembled teachers. 
According to Prof. Roth’s 
present 
plans this arrangement will occur 
in 
Gettysburg on Thursday and 
Friday, 
August IO and 20. On Saturday of the 
same week the annual summer meet­ 
ing of all the teachers in the county 
will he beld here, the program to 
Ik* 
announced later. 
The 
“School of 
Meth'ids” 
to 
be 
held during the first Jwo days of 
the 
three day session wit! Tm* specially for 
those who will teach this year for the 
first time, though 
any others 
who 
care to attend will he most 
welcome. 
It is believed that, if the plan can he 
successfully worked out, it will prove 
of the greatest benefit and mark an­ 
other step forward in the advancement 
of the public schools of Adams Coun­ 
ty-

Large Oats Crop. 


From indications at the local ware­ 
houses, Adams County 
farmers 
are 
going to he very slow this year 
in 
selling their wheat and most of them 
will hold their grain [tending develop­ 
ments. The $1.50 price received 
this 
last winter is 
very 
fresh 
in 
their 
minds and few of them will be satis­ 
fied with anything I* s. 
Already the market has shown 
an 
upward tendency for the new 
wheat. 
The first price for I J*15 grain was OO 
cents. This advanced in a few days to 
the dollar mark ami 
then 
to 
$1.02 
where the price rested for a week. To­ 
day there was a three cent advance 
and $1.05 was offered 
a1 
the 
local 
warehouses for {rood dry wheat. 
The threshermen are busy through­ 
out the county and a!! of the wheat 
will he ready for sale before long but 
it is a safe prediction 
that 
only 
a 
small proportion of it will find its way 
within the next few weeks to one 
or 
other of the county warehouses, 
un­ 
less there should be 
a 
sudden 
and 
marked advance. 
The oats crop will be heavy and big 
yields are reported 
from 
all 
sides. 
The oats was taller t hi year than for 
I long time and whole 
fields, 
with 
the heads from five an*! a half feet to 
six feet in height, could he seen in al­ 
most any part of the 
county. 
This 
will, of course, give an abundance 
of 
straw. 
Daniel P. 
Reigle. of Cumberland 
township, threshed oats on 
Saturday 
from one 
and 
one-half acres 
that 
yielded 150 bushels. Mr. Reigle 
has 
had the farm for only three years, 
hut by hard work and careful 
study 
of conditions has brought the land 
to 
a high state of productiveness, as a 
yield of IOO bushels to the acre 
in­ 
dictates. C. Ralph 
Mart, 
of 
Table 
Rock, reports a yield of 60Va 
bushels 
of wheat from two acres. 
The warehouse men are not 
spec­ 
ially keen about buying oats just now 
as it must undergo its usual 
heating 
processes. 
One twitch purchased last 
week has already had to be moved and 
the proprietors will he 
very reticent 
about the purchase of any except very 
dry oats.

spring. 
They 
have seen by now that the 
brand of

next season. Why not make the fans 
of the poor drawing towns produce or 
’ive their berths to towns that at 
least will turn over to a visiting town 
their expenses?” 
In answer to all of this It might be 
staled that Chambersburg 
gets 
the 
smallest patronage of any

Chicago, July 26.—The death ship 
E astland .has given up 
820 bodies 
The estimated 
total of those 
who 
went down to doom lo the Chicago 
river when the .steel steam er bearing 
2408 excursionists rolled over at her 
dock, 
rem aining 
a t 
approximately 
1000. 
Of the total of 2480 person* 
on 
board at the time of the catastrophe, 
1072, 
Including 
thy 
crew 
of 
72. 
have reported them selves aa safe. Of 
the 588 thus rem aining unaccounted 
for it Is believed 400 are alive and 
that 188 bodle* «tl!l remain in 
the 
river. 
About three scores bodle* were re­ 
covered 
on Sunday- 
By noon 
the 
diver* had concluded that all bodies 
had been removed save those that 
may have been crushed Into the mud 
under the E astland’s port side and 
those that thad gone down the river 
with the current. 
E nder the glare of 
searchlights and arc 
lights strung 
about the ship th* rescuer* continued 
their work at night. 


City Appalled by Disaster. 


The Eastland lies on her side In 
th# river with divers still flounder­ 
ing through her ghastly interior and 
burrowing 
under 
her 
in a death 
search 
while Chicago, appalled, 
is 
just beginning to realize the real alg- 
p itta n c e of one of the greatest ma­ 
rine disasters. 
W hile the grieving thousands who 
lost dear ooea walked through the j 
morgue In the Second Regiment Ar­ 
mory gazing into the faces of the 
dead, half in hope, half in despair. 
Chicago citizens and city, state and 
federal officials turned their attention 
to

trophe and to The work of providing 
for those left destitute. 
Acting Mayor filuQtebouse and hi*

Instead the heavily laden 
ship wavered sidewise, leaning first 
towards the river bank.

One dark and rainy night, while I 
was standing anchor watch on our 
craft, one of the Russian sailors awarn 
off to us. 
He bad come for a talk. 
He knew nothing w hatever of geogra 
phy and could not tell in which di­ 
rection any coast lay. 
B s asked par­ 
ticularly about th e coast of Brazil. 
the distance, the people^ tbs rivers, 
etc. 
He finally told m s tbs crew of 
the brig to a m an had decided to mu­ 
tiny. kill the officers and run the craft 
ashore and each m an shift for himself 
until the excitement bad blown over. 
The days w ent by. 
There was the 
usual routine of flogging aboard the 
Iran. and a sailor who sprang over­ 
board rather than be lashed was coot 
ly shot down alongside the brig w ith­ 
out being even 
ordered to return 
The next day a t 5 o’clock In the after 
noon the mutiny soddenly burst forth. 
There were six merchantmen in the 
harbor, but had the Russian com­ 
mander called for assistance it would 
not have l»een afforded.

of us saw the Russian captain shot 
and thrown overboard, and after bim 
went bls first lieutenant

lowed the paym aater and two others, 
and the crew bad the brig to them
